MINERS IN KHAKI. 


THOUSANDS APPLY TO BE 
RELEASED. 

In addition to the 11,000 miners re- 
cently brought back from the Army to 
work in the coal mines, it is not iikely 
that the new scheme for the release of 
men will produce more than 13,000. 
It is estimated-that these 24,000 men 
can each produce 250 tons of coal a 
year—a total of 6,000,000 tons by 
October, 1919—but there will still be 
a shortage of 20,000,000 tons, The new 
scheme is being promptly carried out. 
About a week ago @ parade was held 
in practically every military camp, 
station and unit in the United King- 
dom, and the men were told that if 
they were pre-war mizers of the speci- 
fied categOries they could go to their 
orderly room and fill up a form for 
release, As a result tens of thousands

Impudent Offer to Belgium. 
Germany also made a peace offer to

That Belgium. shall refhain neutral 
until the end of the war. 

That after the war her entire econo- 
mic and political independence shall be 
reconstituted. 3 

That the pre-war commercial. treaties 
betweon Germany and Belgium shall 
again be put in operation after the war 
for.an indefinite number of years, 

That Belgium shall use her good offices 
to secure the return of the German 
colonies . 7 

That the Flemish ce shall be 
considered, and the Flemish. minority 
which has aided the German invaders 
shall not be penalised. * 

There. is no word in the proposals of 
reparation or indemnity. There is 
no confession or admission that Ger- 
many has wronged Belgium by the 
destruction of her cities and the mur- 
ler of her non-cembatant population. 

e trickery is exposed in the sugges- 
tion that Belgium should become neu- 
tral. The German Government. rea- 
lises that Germany must soon with- 
draw from Belgium whether. she will 
or not. she can obtain a treaty 
which would bar Belgian territory to 
Allied troops and Allied aircraft she

All Rejected. 


Mr. Balfour, in a lengthy speech on 
Monday, indieated that there is not 
the slightest possibility of the pro- 
posals receiving favourable considera- 
tion by Allies, and the same opinion 
has been officially expressed in Italy 
and France, while Belgium has re- 
jected the Huns’ offer unreservedly. 
In América even more definite steps 
have been taken. After half-an-hour’s 
discussion of tle American Note in 
Washington the following official 
statement was issued: “‘ The Govern- 
ment of the United States feels that 
there is only one reply which it can 
make to the suggestion of the Impe- 
rial Austro-Hungarian Government. 
It has repeatedly and with entire can- 
dour stated the terms upon which the 
United States would consider peace, 
and can and will entertain no pro- 
posal for a conference upon a matter 
concerning which it has made its pur- 
pose so plain.” 


Austria’s Next Move. 


It ig-stated that when the Austrian 
Reichsrat’ meets on QOct.-1 a pro- 
gramme, according to these reports, 
will ke submitted which will include 
the abrogation of the Brest-Litovsk 
Treaty. Either by a statement by a 
responsible Minister, or by a resolu- 
tion to be introduced into the Reich- 
rat, it will be made clear, the report 
adds, that Austria will not stand 
firmly by the provisions of the treaty.

The Importance of Cieanliness. 

. Uncleanliness in the poultry-yard is 
the chief cause of disease among its 
habitants, following which failure ís in- 
evitable. Evil-smelling roosting houses 
and insect-infected birds result from 
neglect on the part of the poultry keeper 
to periodically overhaul the shelters and

THE GARDEN. 


Week’s Work in Brief. 

Clear the cold frame from any useless 
remalns and either turn the soil well over 
for peee or add.a layér of fresh 
good compost, composed of decayed 
leaves, old manure,, rubbish, fire-ashes, 
and soil, Turn this in.with the other and 
after raking the surface to fineness make 
a sowing of lettuce or cauliflower, or plant 
out the largest plants from previous sow- 
ings in here to stand the winter and come 
on early. 

Continue to gather for storing all fruit 
as {t*becomes ripe enough to leave the 
tree easily. Take care to bruise them as 
little as posna and place aside for early 
use all those that-are damaged or other- 
wise unfit for keeping. 

Treat strong plants of loganberries in 
practically the same way as for raspber- 
ries; that is, remove bodily all old.rods 
that have fruited and are now useless, 
and thus allow all sunshine and air pos- 
sible to get to the young new rods, which 
should be arranged and fastened up to 
the best advantage for fruiting next year. 

Outdoor tomatoes will hardly be likely 
to do much more good now outside, and 
the best thing to do is to cut the stems off 
at the base or pull them up bodily and 
hang them up in a warm shed or green- 
house to finisli ripening. The smallest 
green fruit can be pickled or made into 
jam or chutney. 4 

Indoor tomatoes can now be practically 

enuded of their foliage, except the top- 
most leaves, which will help the active 
circulation of sap for-a bit longer and aid 
the rest of the fruit to attain maturity. 
Keep the house as warm as possible, but 
arrange for a circulation of air at all suit- 
able times. 

Unless over ferns wash or rub off all 
shading that was applied to the glass 
when the sun was powerful, and allow 
the fast fleeting hours of sunshine ‘to 
benefit the plants or crops unhindered,

RACING DEMAND. ` 


FIRMER HANDLING OF THE MENACE 
A REQUIRED. 

There was more of the fighting spirit 
displayed at the meetings on the menace 
to racing on Friday than I have`seen at 
sny previous gatherings of the same kind.

Evidently the time has arrived when 
much stronger “methods should ` be 
adopted, Both the Jockey Club stewards 
amd the stewards of thé National Hunt 
Committee came in for severe oriticism 
from some of the speakers, efiticism that, 
in my opinion, is thoroughly justified. 
lt has been suggested that the Govern- 
ment should only be approached through 
ong or the other of those bodies. But 
those bodies do not represent the yank 
and file of the racing army, and t? 
certainly a feeling that the ‘‘little men,”

The Jockey Club is an estimable body, 
whose general control of racing, is gener- 
ally accepted, but, as Mr. Fred Parker 
pointed out, the Jockey Club ‘is out of 
touch with public racing opinion. The 
Government have made use of the 
“twist” in dealing with the stoppage of 
racing. That“ bogey and myth,” as Mr. 
Bottomiey described the supposed rail- 
way. difficulty, having been exploded, 
D.O.R,A. has been called in, but there is 
no power to stop a race meeting under 
that Act, unless if can be shown that 
such a meeting is calculated to interfere 
with the success of the war:
